DORR'8 LITTLE REBELLION.

The little atata of Rhode It- 


land contain* only 1,200 square 
tnllti, but It l» bio enouoh to 
have had ft rebellion of Iti own. 
In 1003 Charlo I. granted the 
Rhode Kland colony a charter, 
according to which only thoi« 
owning a certain amount of 
property wer« entitled to the 
right 
of 
auffrage. 
Curlouily 


enough thlt provision was held 
to remain In forca for 180 year*; 
that li, till 1043. In 1B41 thero 
wai an agitation to change the 
provlilon, and It resulted In the 
formation of two 
parties, th» 


"Suffrage" and the "Law 
and- 


Order." 
Cach determined to se- 


cure the administration of af- 
fairs, and esoh elected n «ct of 
itate officers. 
The "Suffrage" 


party chose Thoma* W. Dorr as 
QOV.I nor, and took possession of 
the state arsenal. 
The mllltla 


was called out and Dorr was 
obliged to flee. He made anoth- 
er attempt, but was overpowered 
by United Statea troops. He wa» 
tried, convicted of treason, and 
sentenced to Imprisonment for 
life. 
After the excitement died 


out ho wai pardoned and the 
people adopted the present free 
constitution, 
.
